X* Reference b. resulted in the preparation of a proposed plan 
for dissemination of intelligence information ( excising e&hles) 
through the means of a centralised Interdepartmental Reading Panel. 
This plan was presented to working level representatives of the 1 1 & 
agencies and interested CIG offices at a meeting of 2 ilay 1947. On 
Ab May 1947, a second meeting was held at which the Ia* represent*- 
VB8 expressed their opinions as to potential improvements in die— 
semination which could be made by the plan. 


2. As each representative on the working level expressed hi > 
opinion of the CIG plan for centralised later departmental dissemina- 
tion, it became obvious that each 1AB agency was confronted with a com- 
mon problemj namely, the expeditious reproduction of intelligence informa- 
Uon materials. In response to a question by the Assistant Director, 
Go T* ct,lou sad Qlosaainatlon, all present agreed that thj reproduction 
prohl^ was one which should be explored thoroughly and as & matter of 
priority • Such exploration should be made before further for mal action 

was taken to implement the aen&ralised interdepartmental dissemination

3. Sines the meeting, progress toward an Interdepartmental Reading 
Panel has bmm retarded by the inadequacy of space allotted to 0C3 In 
the South Building, However, study of reproduction possibilities ha* 

*' oontinued, and the point reached where it is now possible to provide 
systematic - although limited - reproduction aid to the JAB agencies 
to facilitate interdepartmental dissemination of their material. A for- 
mal offer ims bsen sent to each, sad the rls semination Branch is prepared 
to place the system in motion as soon as favorable ref lies are received. 
Meanwhile, the study should continue to explore fully the ultimate re- 

£££? U ? tlon ioad dG may have to undertake in order to achieve i-uxlmua 
efficiency of dissemination of CIO material, as well ss to facilitate 
inter-agency dissemination. This study should be based on the assumption 
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that the interdepartmental reading panel will materialise. Ae a 
Jerollbry, the stu^y should also provide the taels for part of the 
budget estimate which OCQ will be called upon to submit about the middle 
of August* Tide office desires to include an eatinate of funds to 
cover installation of adequate modern reproduction e tdpoent needed to 
bring CIO' to a high da : roe of sfficloncjr.
